Buyer Key to Price Rise 


T h erf is uneasiness in Congress and 
among the economic advisers of the Presi­ 
dent on the means to control 
inflation 
which is heading toward the dangerous ac­ 
ceptance ot the theory of administered 
prices. 
Adm inistered prices are those price tags 
on manufactured goods supposedly not in­ 
fluenced by the law of supply and demand, 
profit or loss. They are arbitrary 
prices 
not subject to consumer appeal, demand 
or economic conditions. 
Proponents of the theory of administered 
prices contend there are industries - 
and 
they point to autos and steel as specific ex­ 
amples — within the United States which 
govern price levels in dep en d en tly of de­ 
mands tor the product. A s a result, say the 
critics, prices go up while demand goes 
down, and before long the industry finds 
itself priced out of the market 
Those who hold to the belief that there 
are certain specialised industries w h i t h 
deliberately manipulate price levels a r t ifi­ 
cially are either c o m p le te ly ignorant of the 
system they are attempting to analyze or 
do not a p p re c ia te the force exerted upon 
m arkci prices by the law of supply 
and 


demand. 
It is significant that these persons are in 
the forefront of the clam or for a renew ed 
control over the economy by stepped up 
government wage-prict 
regulatory pow­ 


ers. 
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It is true that there are instances of ris­ 


ing prices unhampered by lowering de­ 


mands. An accurate analysis of each spe­ 


cific instance, however, will reveal soaring 
c6sts, not artib rary judgment, the true cul­ 
prit. Any m anufacturer who finds his pro­ 
fit shrinking or non-existent has but two 
choices: increase income or flounder in a 
break-even status hoping for costs to de­ 
cline. This is assuming, of course, 
that 
waste ana inefficiencies such as feather 
bedding 
have 
already 
been 
eliminated 
from the cost structure. 


Governm ent cost regulations open the 
door to bureaucratic blackm ail and injus­ 


tices of the most vile sort, as was proved 
During World War II. Consumer balking at 
rising prices achieves the same end 
by 
forcing the manufacturer to effect econom­ 
ics and introduce innovations lo im prove 
elfioioncy of his operations. 
The buyer’s regulatory powers are far 


more effective and less disruptive than 
those of any governmental commission.
